But both lay and legal observ­ 
ers have a feeling that the Reds’ 
counsel has mc’t it.s match in a 
dapper, jovial cUap named Harold 
R. M edina—new ed judge on the 
Federal bench in the New York 
dis riel. 
Presum ably by the luck 
of the draw, he is presiding over 
w hat may prove one of the most 
famous trials in court hi-^nry— 
the 
“conspiracy 
to 
overtnrow ” 
case against the big-v. iss of U. S 
Communism. 
Judges of American couria sel­ 
dom 
impress their personalities 
perm anently on public conscious­ 
ness. 
Maybe Harold Medina will 
be forgotten soon. But his friends 
think that already he has demon­ 
strated a couitroom personality 
that will protect itself even above 
the vituperative uproar that de­ 
fense counsel are creating. 
In the trial prelim inaries Judge 
M edina’s 
usually 
good-natured 
rem arks have been getting better 
newsplay than the calculated his- 
tronics of suf h actors as Harry 
vSacher 
of 
New 
York, Richard 
Gladstein of San Francisco, Louis 
E. McCabe of Philadelphia. 
Thus far Medina has given de­ 
fense counsel full opportunity to 
stale and! argue their objections 
to the triel, the jury panel, the 
judge, the: police, the indictment 
and a lot cf other things. 
He has 
shown great patience. But he has 
snown ability to crack down when 
he sees fit. 
“T hat’s the most absurd thing 
I ever heard of,” he told Glad- 
« tem after one argument. 
“I don’t I ke that crack,” he re­ 
m arked colloquially on another 
occasion. 
“I’m 
going to decide 
these motions as best I can with 
the light God gave me.” 
And once, when he felt that the 
Reds’ counsel was going too far, 
Judge M edina’s cheeks paled and 
he said sharoly: 
“Don’t you think it might be 
well to defer to the court’s wishes 
Jn this m atter? I don’t want to be 
unpleasant.” 
To the amazement of those fa­ 
m iliar w ith the lawyers he ad­ 
dressed, they shut up. 
M edina has been on the bench 
only 18 months, after a long ca­ 
reer as a trial lawyer, teacher and 
reform er. 
Born in Brooklyn, he 
w ill be 61 on Feb. 16. 
He is just 
under six feet, w^ell built but not 
heavy, dapper in a conservative 
way, quick spoken and always 
ready for a joke or a gag. 
In the trial prelim inaries the 
Reds’ lawyers showered invective 
on everything connected with this 
trial, in an attem pt to have it 
called off or postponed. 
For the 
most part. Judge Medina has pre­ 
served a half-lDored, half-fatherly 
attitude.

“I don’t intend to fight my way 
through a crowd of booing and 
hissing individuals without some 
police protection.”

“Any exclusion of any class or 
race would shock me.”

One lawyer thought he had the 
judge in a hole.
